SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The School Committee, in compliance with the law, 
respectfully submit the following report: 


District No. 1. 


This school, during the spring and fall terms, was under 
the instruction of Mrs. Julia A. Haton, who, by untiring 
efforts, did what she could to sustain its former reputation. 
The little ones received their share of instruction, which 
uncommon thing met with the approbation of the com- 
mittee. 

The winter term was given to Ernest O. Sylvester, of 
Haverhill, Mass. Mr. S. entered upon his duties here 
without previous experience, but not without excellent 
literary qualifications. 

The nature of this school demands an experienced teacher, 
and the financial condition of this district renders it suf- 
ficiently able to meet the demand. 


District No. 2. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Ella F. Hanson, of 
Auburn. Miss Hanson tried hard to make this school a suc- 
cess, and in most respects succeeded. Good results in 
arithmetic were noticeable. 
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Miss Alice D. Bean, teacher. fall term. Miss Bean 
entered into the work with heart and hand, and labored for 
the interests of each scholar. A distinguishing feature of 
the examination was the rhetorical exercises. 


District No. 3. 


Miss Margaret Jackson, of Londonderry, teacher for the 
year. This school ranks A No. 1, and excels in nearly 
every branch of study. The progress of the school for the 
year is very commendable. Miss Jackson deserves a great 
deal of praise, and cannot be too highly recommended. 
She is a teacher in the truest sense of the term. 


District No. 4. 


Miss Ruth A. Emerson, teacher forthe year. Miss E. is an 
excellent teacher and kept an excellent school. In mathe- 
matics this school takes the lead. 


District No. 6. 


Miss Flora E. Truell, teacher, first term. It is impossi- 
ble, in so small a school as this, to create much enthusiasm 
on the part of the scholars. This was the teacher’s first 
term, and, taking everything into consideration, she did as 
well as could have been expected. 

Miss Minnie Swain, teacher, second term. Miss S. con- 

ducted this school in a satisfactry manner and to her own 
credit. This was Miss Swain’s first term. 


District No. 6. 


Miss Lillie R. Dolber, teacher for the year. Miss Dolber 
labored hard in this school, and the examinations showed 
that she had not labored in vain. The school is a difficult one 
to teach, and although success was not so apparent as in 
district No. 10, the teacher merited it nevertheless. Appar- 
ent success in this school is success indeed. 
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District No. 7. 


Miss Alice D. Bean, teacher for the year. Miss Bean 
took a great deal of interest in this school, and some of the 
scholars seemed to be well instructed and quite far ad- 
vanced. 


District No. 8. 


Miss Hattie L. Nutting, teacher for the year. The prog- 
ress of this school during the year is praiseworthy. Miss 
Nutting has nearly every requisite necessary to a first-class 
teacher. 

District No. 9. 


N. I. Moore, teacher for the year. This school does not 
come up to the standard, and one must necessarily be en- 
dowed with patience to teach it successfully. 


District No. 10. 


Miss Carrie A. Scott, of Nashua, teacher, the first term. 
Miss Scott made her debut in teaching here. She has a 
mild, pleasant, and agreeable way with her, which made 
her a favorite with her scholars. This school requires an 
older and more experienced teacher. 

Miss Lillie R. Dolber, teacher, second term. Miss Dol- 
ber is an experienced teacher, and fully sustained her for- 
mer reputation. The exercises at the close of the school 
were very gratifying and satisfactory. 


District No. 11. 


Miss Mattie Scribner, of Raymond, teacher for the year: 
This is one of the first schools in town ; in some respects 
it takes the lead. Miss Scribner is an able teacher in 
nearly every respect. More such teachers would greatly 
improve our standard. 


District No. 12. 


Miss Annie M. Fitts, teacher for the year. This school 
does not rank A No. 1, although one of its members 
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justly deserves the praise of being the best scholar of her 
age in town. The life and energy with which Miss Fitts 
conducts a recitation serves as a stimulus to the scholars 
and an incentive to duty. The school made a good appear- 
ance at the examinations. 


District No. 13. 


Miss Ida A. Prescott, of Hooksett, teacher, first term. 
Miss Prescott evinced a love for teaching, and her earnest 
labors were attended with success. The examination was 
pleasant and satisfactory to all. 

The fall term was given to Francis P. Emerson. On ac- 
count of the bad condition of the traveling, your committee 
was unable to make a final examination. The committee 
reports ** a very good school.” 


District No. 14. 


Miss Mary M. Grady, of Suncook, was teacher for the 
year. This is a quiet, orderly school, and one easily man- 
aged. Miss Grady’s mild, pleasant ways won for her the 
respect of her scholars, and the result was, consequently, a 
good school. 


HigH ScHOOL. 


Two terms of high school have been kept at the village 
during the year. Teacher, Fred E. Cluff of Haverhill, 
Mass., a graduate of Dartmouth College.
